new albums, but says “I 
won't mind singing for my 
supper as long as everyone 
joins in”.

@ Although Compact Disc has 
been around for some time now, it 
is only recently there has been 
enough country music issued on 
CD here, to make it of much 
interest to readers of this 
publication. Before getting down 
to what is available and some in- 
depth reviews, | will first express 
my personal feelings about the 
advantages/possible 
disadvantages of CD compared to 
vinyl LP’s. 


@ Firstly, then, although there 
appears to be little, or indeed no 
difference in sound quality 
between the two mediums, it’s a 
lot easier to keep CD's in their 
pristine condition, but no matter 
how carefully one looks after 
conventional LP's, they always 
develop little hisses, crackles and 
pops, which can be a distraction. 
Another advantage the CD has, is 
the ease of selecting particular 
tracks and with advanced players, 
the order of playing. Add to this a 
good looking and well presented 
product, and CD has a lot going for 
it... and | admit, as far as I'm 
concerned, the only thing against 
CD is the cost, with often only 
around 35 minutes running time, 
and designed to sell at around £10 
or £11. It's too much. 


@ Perhaps more could be done to 
make them a more attractive buy, 
by re-issuing two LP’s in one CD 
for this aforementioned price, 
after all, Pickwick whose budget 
label CD's sell for around £7.99 
have between 18 and 24 of tracks 
on them. 


@ Speaking of Pickwick, they 
have four country CD’s currently 
available, at those reasonable 
prices. They are, Don Williams, 
‘The Poco Seco Singers’ PCD 812: 
‘Johnny Cash’ PCD 813; Various 
Artists, ‘Country Legends’ PCD 
841; and ‘The Unforgettable Patsy 
Cline’ PCD 841. 


@ Magnum Records, too, have 
four releases out on their Sundown 
Label. Ricky Skaggs’ ‘That's It’ 
CDSD 040; Ricky Skaggs, ‘Family 
And Friends’ CDSD 015; The Flying 
Burrito Brothers, ‘Live From 
Tokyo’ CDSD 025; and Gram 
Parsons, ‘Live 1973’ CDSD 003. 
All four are also available as 
conventional LP's. The Skaggs 
‘Family & Friends’ was reviewed 
in the June 1985 issue andis a 
eee addition to the CD 


format. While the country/1uos 
orientated ‘Live From Tokyo 
album, by The Flying Burrito 
Brothers was reviewed in March 
1986 and is another great addition 
to the CD catalogue. 


@ So there you are. If you're 
considering purchasing a CD 
player, shop around. There are 


some bargains to be had if you're 
prepared to look.

| can't believe that Virgin and HMV 
in Sheffield for instance (Ken's 
area), have not stocked these al- 
bums. 

It is true that most record com- 
panies and wholesalers require a 
minimum order from dealers , but 
this is not just for country 
products. Any individual item will 
be added to the shops total order 
to that company or wholesaler, 
thus helping to make up the mini- 
mum order.

re: ARTICLE TITLED - 
NOBODY’S PERFECT 


| have to admit that the content of 
your article in the February edition 
of CMRU brought a tear to my 
eyes. 


| was a Tour Manager in pop 
music for many years, working 
with many star names, and exten- 
sively touring both in the UK, 
Europe and Scandanavia. In all 
my years of touring | only ever 
missed one gig, and in all truth 
that was down to an Agent decid- 
ing the mode of travel and 
countermanding my own decision. 


We all spent long hours driving 
very long distances. Sometimes 
we left the gig and drove part of 
the way to the next overnight, be- 
cause at that time there were no 
motorways, only 40 odd miles of 
the M1 between the Blue Boar and 
just north of Watford. We sampled 
our fair share of greasy spoon 
cafes. To us they were a God 
send, the glow of lighting some- 
what like an oasis in a desert. | 
don’t say the grease did the acne 
too much good, but the pint of tea 
was well worth the stop. 


When | manged a well known 
chart band, we extensively toured 
throughout the UK and Europe. | 
arranged thirty thousand pounds 
worth of all-risk insurance cover 
via a Lloyds under-writer for £600 
p.a. That was cover whilst in tran- 
sit, at a gig, during loading ete, in- 
cluding accidental damage and 
theft. Maybe bands should shop 
around a little. | am only talking 
about 1980-81 so they should be 
able to find something to please 
them. As | understand it, if they 
join the MU they get free instru- 
ment insurance cover anyway, at 
least that's something worth 
having, and the MU do look to the 
interests of their members. 


Any band or artist who accepts to 
play a gig has a duty to arrive at 
that gig. Excluding genuine illness 
(when a doctors certificate should 
be requrested by the promoter), or 
in the event of a serious road ac- 
cident or major mechanical defect, 
then there is simiply no excuse for 
non arrival at a gig. If you've left 
plenty of time in which to get from 
A to B and have a breakdown, 
chances are you may be able to 
hire a van. Let's face it, you may 
have to pay out what you’d have 
earnt, but at least you made the 
gig and satisfied the fans. There is 
also no excuse for late arrival, | 
hate to see bands setting up as 
the crowd enters the venue, apart 
from looking duff it's also un- 
professional. 


| heard a band interviewed on 
Radio Norfolk. They apologised for 
not arriving at a gig for which they 
were booked to play in Norwich. 
Their excuse being, that they had 
played a gig in the Isle of Wight 
the night before! 


| recall in 1962 August Bank 
Holiday period, playing a series of 
engagements put together by any 
agent with banal knowledge of the 
lay-out of the British Isles, on con- 
secutive nights we played 
Dunstable, Sunderland, 
Southampton, Morecambe and, 
would you believe, Torquay. While 
| admit to suffering acute car sick- 
ness and a badly sunburt right el- 
bow during the last day, we did in 
fact successfully complete the in- 
tinerary as contracted. 


Contracts are another item worthy 
of mention. | understand, that 
some venues don’t bother using 
contracts for bands and artists. 


Maybe it’s high time they did, as 
then promotors would have legal 
grounds on which to castigate 
none arrivals if they so wish. 


Nobody forces a muscian to turn 
pro, if he does so it's of his own 
choosing. If you can’t make money 
at the game then get out, or find 
some way of doing so, it's as 
simple as that. If the venue can't 
afford top prices, then they in turn 
can't afford the top bands. 


The quote 'We Put Them Where 
They Are’ is a gem, every success- 
ful artist has had this one thrown 
at him at some time in his career. 
Often it is from a fan who can't get 
an autograph, can’t get into the 
dressing-room for a chat, or from 
some clown supposedly staging 
the entertainment who wants the 
band to drink with him instead of 
shooting off on a one hundred mile 
journey. To be truthful, | honestly 
don’t think the comment warrants 
more thought. 


Whilst | have heard of excellent, 
well run venues, I've also heard of 
duffers, very akin to the northern 
working mans club of yesteryear. 
Instead of two one hour spots, the 
booker/promoter/concert secretary 
wants four thirty minutes, in the 
weird belief that quantity is better 
value than quality. If the band is 
good and popular with CMC 
audiences, then they can hold out 
and control how long they do on 
stage. The sooner the venues be- 
come really professional in their 
presentation of acts the better it 
will become for Country Music UK. 


My advice to any potential 'star’ 
bands and artists is, agreed an ar- 
rival time with the promoter, get 
there 30 minutes before that time, 
set up before the punters arrive, 
do the best act you can, and then 
go home and don't lig and pose. 
Familiarity does breed contempt. 
Remember, it's in everyones inter- 
est to be professionally minded. 
Without good bands the venue will 
close, without the venue the band 
is out of work. It's up to promoter 
and band to look to the interests of 
the other. 

Hang on in, it'll all come together, 
hopefully.

Country Music. 

On page nine of last Decembers 
issue of "Round Up’ there was an 
article with the heading Country 
Music - PRS, which concerned it- 
self with the lack of any sort of 
representation for Country Music 
with the Performing Rights Society 
and made the point that Country is 
regarded by PRS as a low minority 
music, this is hardly indicative of 
just how popular Country Music is 
in Britain as you would be hard put 
to find a town in Britain that did not 
have at least one venue stageing 
Country Music, and without doubt 
Country Music has more venues 
than any of the other forms of 
music it has been classed along 
side.. 

Having been rated a minority in- 
terest music, not only affects the 
share of ‘Royalty’ payments 
Country receives it also acts as 
dead weight in efforts to get 
Country Music acts and writers the 
recognition they deserve. I'm told 
PRS are willing to be convinced 
that Country deserves a higher 
status and therefore improved 
royalty shares but they do need 
proof... 


How can that be done? ...Well 


If every club or venue that cur- 
rently stages Country Music were 
to be accounted for, the PRS. 
situation would alter so, | urge all 
club organisers etc. to provide the 
following details and post them to 
the address below, where they will 
be collated and put before PRS as 
proof of the immense popularity of 
Country Music in Britain.

If you were a “name” act you 
got three halfcrowns and a 
couple of pints for a three song 
spot. An unknown perhaps got 
one half a crown and a chance 
of a free pint if the audience 
liked you. 


The Devonshire was the 
breeding ground for the wealth 
of local talent which could be 
found around the pubs and 
clubs of this region at that time. 
| remember well, also their 
compere Barney Blake (A one 
time Jolson act), would get 
eight to ten acts processed 
through to him each night. 
Names like Karl Denver and 
Ronnie Gibson, (who later 


became the landlord of a pub 
called The Yewtree) Al August, 
Jimmy Green, Jimmy 
Higginson, Bill Berry, Johnny- 
Goon-Tweed, “Clinton Ford”, 
The Harper Bros., (now known 
as Cannon and Ball) Peter 
Elliot, “Frank Yonco and the 
Texas Drifters”, “Johnny 
Duncan”, the list is endless. 
Tommys Music Hall was open 
seven nights a week to a full 
audience and admission was 
free. The memories of those 
golden days are my jewels from 
my past and they provide me 
with my own mental Aladins 
Cave, which | can visit at any 
time that | choose ... Dad ... 
Dad ... Wake Up ... (my 
daughter) ... you were asleep ... 
No, | was just having a night 
out with old friends ... Oh those 
golden memories.

Can | look forward 
to seeing you?
